N either sale can claim a victory at 
this time because the struggle on this 
phase of tho anthracite coal miners' 
strike lias just opened. 
There was 
(Aly a partial showing of strength 
yesterday. 
T he real test of whether j 
or 
not 
the 
mine 
pumps 
shall 
be' 
manned began today. Although a ma- 
jority ut the men quit work, the com­ 
panies, gem rally speaking, succeeded 
in keeping their pumps in operation. 
The opt raters feel that at present they 
have the advantage, but they are not 
so sanguine o f-the future. 
The .-xa.-t 
num ber of men who quit cannot be 
obtained. 
Each side refuses ie make 
public their figures, but gave out in- J 
formation that roughly estim ates the 
number of men affected. 
These esti­ 
mates are far apart. 
Considering the vast number of men 
who are idle, the coal field is very ! 
quiet. 
Reports come in from several 
sections telling of disturbances, but 
these are o, a minor nature on!> 
I .ast 
evening some workmen wore stoned 
as they w*-r, en ’heir way from the 
mines to their homes. The sm all army 
of coal and iron policemen which is in 
the field are not much in evidence. 
The companies have Instructed these 
men to avoid trouble, a n i that they 
must not m ake them selves conspicu- 
t us. 
Com m ittees of the local unions are 
busy ■ anvassing the men who remain­ 
ed at work. 
Hundreds of them , how­ 
ever, cannot be reached, as they are 
quartered within the confines of the 
collieries. 
The com panies do not care 
to risk the safety of the men by letting 
them go to their boarding-houses or 
homes. 
There was quite a flurry here 
when it was learned that a party of 
negroes had arrived over the Jersey 
Central railroad. 
The strikers at nrst 
thought they were to take the places 
of union m en., which som ewhat in­ 
censed the men. 
It was learned later 
that they wi-re only engaged to cook 
for the non-union workmen temporari­ 
ly living at the collieries. 
The several brotherhoods of railroad 
em ployes in this locality held a m eet­ 
ing here at which the general strike 
situation was discussed. 
No action of 
any kind was taken. 
The railroaders 
arc in hearty sympathy with the strik­ 
ing miners, an J it Is not unlikely that 
they will give the men financial or 
other m aterial support.

Collins, maddened by the numerous 
stones with which they had been pelt­ 
ed, drew their revolvers and charged 
full Into the crowd, which showed no 
disposition to retreat.

claiming his humility, and often a doz­ 
en and sometimes tw enty times the act 
will be repeated, according to his de­ 
sire to show humility and repentance. 
He then returns to his knees and, set­ 
tling back upon his heels, repeats a 
ritual. 
Next, arising to his feet, he 
holds his hands and concludes the 
prayer, repeat frig ever and again the

This may be repeated Once or a dozen 
or forty times, according to the piety 
of the worshiper, and he holds a string 
of heads in Ins hands to keep tally. His 
obligations are then accomplished, but 
lie can go through the same ritual 
again as m any times as he likes. The 
more frequently he does so the better 
Moslem he is. 
His piety is measured 
by the num ber of times lie repeats his 
prayers, and, like the Pharisees of the 
Scriptures, lie prays in public places. 
No m atter w here he happens to be or 
by whom he is surrounded, w hether a t 
labor in the fields or belling goods in 
his shop or however he may be em­ 
ployed, the Mussulman never forgets 
to pray when the voice of the muezzin 
rem inds him th a t the hour for devotion 
has arrived.
